HEN I first visited Alnuska in the 
spring of 1936, T had reached the age 


of 49 and hat) seen many interesting 
and beautifol places tn Europe ond the Amer- 
as. But mo region ever gave me quite the 
profound thrill that did Alaska, then far away. 
te) longer is lta far country, thanks to regular 
airplane service established two years ago, 

Entering Alaska by boat up the Inside Pas- 
sage, more than a thousand miles Jong, I 
could sense the joy of discovery that must 
have filled the early explorers, For virgin 
forest still vests the mountains as it did when 
Bering and Chirikof, (ook and Vancouver, 
La Perouse and the Spaniards sailed through 
those uncharted waters. 

The same tugged peaks, green-meadinwed 
above the dork spruces and hemlocks, raise 
ther jagged summits into the eternal snows. 
From them, from the high-hanging glacters— 
numerous and nameless then as now—phuming 
castades pour thousands of feet into the clear 
blue waters of the Pacific's myriad bays 
ond inlets, 

Between tremendously high, steep banks, 
fiords curt deep into the coast, The inlet 
which divides Alaska from British Colombia 
en the south is called Portland Canal, so long, 
so regular, So apparently purposeful ure its 
pardillel shores, its high lining cliffs, 

Everywhere the. wilderness: rises sharply 
irom the witter’s edie. The settlements to 
come mm the explorers’ wake were to find 
their location as precarious as.an eagle's eyrie. 


Later, to locate an airport site would be 
harder still, Wooded islands, thousands of 
them, bills forested to where altitude and 
latitude combine to shrivel and gnarl the ever- 
areens—these form a tumultuous panorama. 

Sorthward the mountain walls loom higher, 
the flords steeper, From deepcut recesses 
tlaciers pour their luminous loads, tumbling 
immense bhie-white crystals into the sparkling 
and placid waters, From the peaks thrust 
huge rack pinnacles—Devils Thomb, Kates 
Needle, the four-pronged Devils Paw—senti- 
nels: which mark the otherwise invisible 
Canadian-~American boundary, 

For over a thousand miles we sailed in 
sheltered seas from Puget Sound to Glacier 
Hav, The last big terminal fiord, Lynn Canal, 
cuts straight north and deep into the conu- 
nent, the wild, jumbled Chilkats. walling it 
in on the west (Plate VJ and map, pages 
286-7).

The hopes and disappointments of both 
mariner and miner are engraved imperishably 
on the future's maps: Disenchontment Bay, 
Deception Font, No Thorofare Bay, Pulse 
Pass, Turnagain Am, Lucky Cove, Goodnews 
Bay, Goodhope Hay, Liar Rock, Graveyard 
Cape, and Grubstuke Gulch, Last Chance 
Creek (five of these!), Goodenough (Creek, 
Lucky ‘Creek, Lucky Gulch. Lucky Strike 
Creek, Big Hurrah Creek, Big Skookum Crock. 

Ten creeks named Dewey indicate the year 
and its hero. Near one of them are also 
Sampo and Schley Creeks, 

Of course these pioneers had no thought of 
staving in-Alaska. Itwas an unkoown wilder- 
ess to them, and they braved its hardships 
uncomplainingly in the hope of reward and 
the prospect of an easier life back home. 
This was Alaska’s third perind, 

Manv struck it rich and went “out.” Others 
stayed, ever hopeful of a strike next year. 

Modern methods of mining replaced the 
wan, rocker, and cradle. Mining became a 
beer business. Methods of canning salmon 
improved correspondingly. Camps and cun- 
neries Sprang up. Some were. sbandoned: 
ghost camps and ghost canneries are found 
everywhere in Alaska, But others sprouted, 
grew, and communities developed, 

The earlier pioneers rarely brought their 
women, though they often named the creeks 
after the girl back home: Essie, Esther, Etta, 
Hazel, Helen—or maybe alter the girl near by! 

Kut later, having stayed on, they marrit]— 
and -a new generation of Alaskn-born children 
is reaching maturity, They have no senti- 
mental ties with the “outside.” They know 
only Alaska, Jove it, amd want to stay there,

A fourth period, the peril of permanence,

Perhaps the greatest single contribution to 
the permanence of Alysku is the Territory's 
excellent University, America’s farthest-north 
institution of higher learning, 

It) owes its founding and growth chiefly to 
its president, Charles E, Bunnell, Coming to 
the Territory a¢ a young man and serving sic- 
cessively as a schol teacher and Federal jude, 
he teplived that few of Alaska’s youngsters 
would ever acquire a higher education unless 
the opportunity were offered them at home. 

The frst init opened os the Alaska Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical College in 1922 with 
six. students, ‘The institution has. grown 
steadily, attracting boys and girls from many 
States of the Enion, chiefly because af the 


excellence of ite mining curriculum. 


The University's unpretentious but wholly 
practical whitewashed frame and concrete 
huildings cluster around the summit of & 
birch-covered hill overlooking the wide Ta- 
nana Valley, three miles west of Fairbanks. 

The boys and girls, both white and Indian, 
come from modest surroundings and most af 
them either wholly or partly work their way 
through. In this effort they are assisted hy 
Dr. Bunnell, who, by prodigious energy and 
untiring devotion, makes it possible for these 
who want to help themeelves- in clo so, 

No country-club college, this, bot a wnotcque 
institution where hard work and earnest effort 
are the watchwerds. Here is the Territory's 
truest exumple of pioneering in a wildernéss 
long haunted by skepticism anil tnlifference. 


Baseball by Light of Midnight Sun 

My first visit to the Territory and the Uni- 
versity was in May, I was keenly enjoying 
the absence of night. The long days merged 
into a brief twilight, and one Jost, count. of 
hours. On June 2) every year Fairbanks 
stages a midinight baseball game, and for two 
or three weeks it is possible to read a news:

Selendor Caught by Laurence of Alaska 

The winter days ure short, the nights long, 
but in the interior, except when the skies are 
deeply overcast, there i no darkness, And 
the northern lights supply a brilliance and 
a mysterious beauty towhich the written word 
can scarcely do justice, 

They are, however, sdmirably interpreted 
in another medium by: Alaska’s great painter, 
Sydney Laurence, who died tyro VEUTs me. 
His canvases hang in the home ai Min in 
Alaskan and tite ifs most piriaed possession. 

Latirence wis an extraordinarily versatile 
and prolific painter, He did) marine scenes 
as well as landscapes and depicted both the 
scenic background and the ¢ aple—TIndians, 
trappers, miners—in their daily pursuits. 

His favorite subject was Mount McKinkey 
(page 310), which he painted more than 250 
times—with but one exception always from 
the south side, which he considered much more 
interesting.

The University bas promoted important 
work in special fields, It is now engaged in 
physical research dealing with the lonosphere, 
af high importance to radio transmission wand 
of particular usefulness in the present war— 
so important indeed that its details cannot 
be divulged, 

For vears the excellent Dhepvartrnetit of An- 
threpology has been engaging in archeological 
and paleontological excavations, 

Not far from the college the Fairbanks 
Exploration Company, a subsidiary of the 
United States Smelting, Refining, and Mining 
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Company, is “hydrauliching"—washing down 
the secumulote| muck of centuties to teach 
the:gravel beds below, where the gold is to be 
dredged. High-pressure steeams from big 
nozzles in the honds of skilled operators wear 
away the frozen eacth cover often to adepth 
of fifty or sixty feet, 

Long belore the bottom is reached, this 
black muck yields a treasure more precious 
in the eves of science than the ghttering gold 
which has played so potent a part in Alaska’s 
history. Imbedded in the muck, preserved 
by its icy sterility, is the biological history of 
Aluska for several hnindred thausand years. 

Out of it are extracted—fortunately unin- 
jured by the use of pick or shovel—the bones 
of mammoth, of mastodon, of prehistoric 
bison, of the pygmy horse and the saber- 
toothed cat, hick long before the coming 
ai min, roamed the now subarctic plains, — 

The University’s scienti#ts have made pond 
use of this treasure, extracting 1, chessifving 
it, assembling it with care, and ‘sharing the 
collections with the museums of the worlr, 


Nammnoth Molar Weighs 11 Pounds 


In these diggings my son Teter and I 
Spent a summer afternoon with Archeologist 
Chie Wiltar Gelst, of the University, Peter 
found & mastoden’s. thighbone mote than 
half as big as he was, and my treasure was 
a mammoth molar weighing 1! pounds. 

Throughout Alaska, along the shores of 
Hering Sea-and in-adjacent islands, the Uni- 
versity has engaged in valuable archeological 
and ethnological research. Five different vyan- 
ished Eskimo cultures have been studied. 

The transcendent discovery, however, was 
made not long ago by Dr. Froelich G. Ramey, 
the University’s young Professor of Anthro- 
pology. Farin the north on Point Hope, a big 
sand bar thrust into the Arcti¢ Ocean, he un- 
coverad an older and far more advanced Arctic 
culture than any vet known. It ls described 
in Diseovering Alaska’s Oldest Arctic “Town,” 
by Dr, Rainey, on page 519 of this issue. 

The Eskimos, who live olong the Arctic 
Ocean, Bering Sea, and some of their tribu- 
tary rivers, constitute an inipertant part of 
Alaska’s populution, Nearly half of the ta- 
tives—about 15,470—ore Eskimos: 

They are a hardy race and, except in a few 
of the larger bowns, are tthe touched hy 
the white man’s civilimition, At the same 
time, they are aided by it through the wequi- 
sition of reindeer and assistance in marketing 
their handiwork: iwory carvings and fur gar-

Bizarre Battleground—the Lonely Aleutians

lain of top lies one af the strangest of 
the bizarre battlegrounds of the war— 
the Aleutian Islands (map, pares. 250-7), 

Darkly upthrust from the grav-hlne waters 
of the North Pacific, this: giant's causeway of 
half-drownes volcanic peaks exten for more 
than o thousand miles in w bewildering pano- 
rama of ice and fire, of dead and smoking vol- 
canees, of boiling springs and chilly streams, 
of diappearing tdlunds, nameless waterfnlls, 
green Valleys, and stretches of barren deso- 
ution where grows not even a bush. 

The Aleutians jut out so far toward Asia 
that Attu at the tip of the chain is actually 
farther west of San Francisco than that Cali- 
fornia city itself is west of Eastport, Maine! 

Atto has been called “the uttermost point 
of America, an island on the edge of nothing.” 
The nearest Japanese territiry (the northern 
Chithima, or Kurile Islands) is but 750 miles 
from: Attu, and Tokve itself i only 27,000 
fir Wiles away.

Fogs veil the Aleutinns almost constantly, 
for here the moisture bate by the warm 
Japan Current condenses as it strikes the cold 
witers of Bering Sea, Many a sterm that 
later hits the Winited States is brewed in this 
northern weather kitchen. The islands’ cli- 
rate is wet ond raw rather than bitter cold. 
Down (he steep mountain slopes swoop 
sudden ferce guste—the dreaded williwaw of 
mountainous coasts, ‘Tricky corrents deceive 
the mariner. ‘Tides sweeping aroind head- 
lands and through narrow channels collide 
with each other in dangerous tide rips, a mael- 
strom ai heavy, choppy seas. 

Against sacha background Americans and 
Japanese are fehting a stringe, oreal, hicde- 
and-seek type of war, batiling the elements 
as much as each other, 

Between Dutch Harbor and the Japanese- 
occupied positiens on Attu, Agatti, and Riska 
Islands is a flying «distance of between 680 
and 40 miles, and such mileage must be 
doubled to give bomber round-trip figures. 
Below, occasional yoleanic criters send up 
POTS gees and treacherous air currents, 
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Atka anel other islands in this forbidding 
no man’s lind hundreds of miles Jong are now 
virtually deserted, for the Navy has announced 
evacuuition of sonconmbatunts. 

So sparsely inhabited are the Aleutians that 
a single good-sizer| ship could take on every 
son) whe lives there. Total civilian popula- 
tion is abowt 900, 

Most of the people whom enemy aggres- 
shin his driven from their homes are Aleuts, 
partient, philosophical cousins of the Eskimos. 

Cm their lonely islands the squat, swarthy 
Alvuts—nouw largely of mixed bloud—tish, 
hunt, and raise fexes for furs. | 

Aleut women, with marvelous artistry, 
weave incredible watertight baskets of grosses 
interwoven with strands of silk. Thest com- 
mand high prices but drive their makers nearly 
blind. A single basket may take a vear to 
make. Grasses are split with the fingernails 
inte threads which are often as fine us silk.

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Discovering Alaska’s Oldest Arctic Town 


A Scientist Finds Ivory-eved Skeletons of a Mysterious Peuple and Joins 
Modern Eskimos in the Dangerous Spring Whale Hunt

‘T POINT HOPE on the barren shore of 
| the Arctic Ocean, 200 miles north of 
. Bering Strait, recent excavations have 
revealed a buried town Inhabited before the 
time of Chriat by a people with a surprisingly 
high culture. 

lis vast cemetery contains elaborate anid 
mysteriaus ivory ccarvings unlike anything 
known anne the Eskimos or other primitive 
people of the northern regions. 

In strange log tombs we found skeletons 
whose skulls were equipped with big, sturing, 
urtificial eveballs carved of ivory and inlaid 
with jet (opposite and page 323). There were 
ivory mouth covers and carved nose plugs, 
fantastic spiral carvings mae from walrus 
tusks, and many delicate implements beauti- 
filly mode al engraved (pp. 320, 321, 326). 

These finds und the extensive ruins stand in 
such sharjy eotitrast te the prehistoric Eakin 
remains hitherto brought to light that we be- 
licve we have found evidence of ancient m- 
grants to the Arctic coast from seme center 
of culture in more temperate regions, probably 
in. the Cirhent, 

Larger Than Modern City of Pairbanks 

Ruins of more than six hunelrecl bnouses. 
and indications of probably 200 more now 
buried by beach sand, attest to. population 
larger than that of the modern city of Fair- 
hanks, Alwska (3,455): vet the town. flour- 
tshed far north of the Arctic Circle (map, 
pages 286-7). We natnecl it [piutak after the 
Eskimo term fora sandspit adjoining the site. 

Excavations indicate that Ipiutak existed 
at least 2,000 years age and possibly much 
earlier, making this the oldest as well as the 
most highly developed Arctic culture yet 
found. 

Some of the Tpiutak designs resemble those 
produced in North China two or thee thou 
sand Years wo, 

Bones: found in. the ruins show that the 
inhabitants lived chiehy on seals anid Wwaltises, 
Seri anything known or dinemed of in later 
times to supply fom] for so numerous a popu. 
lation. Walrus tusks became the common rw 
material for implements and omaments, 

Inhabitants of the near-by modern Eskimo 
village of Tigara, who live by whaling and

sei] and walrus hunting, were consulted as 
to the use and possible purpase of some nt 
the implements found in the excavated house 
and graves. These present-lny Arctic coast 
dwellers had never seen their like before aml 
could furnish ne clues, . 
Te save time and complete the excavating 
the limited summer season between. frosts, 
Villagers were enrolled in a Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps camp and shown how to disinter 
the remains of their prehistoric predecessors. 


NWaturces Invisible Ink Keveals Kuinas 


Nuture’s hand, tracing a springtime pattern 
in contrasting colors, unexpectedly revealed to 
us the extent of the vanished town, 

Ruins bad been found in the summer of 
1939 by a jomt expedition of the American 
Museum of Natural History, the Danish Ni 
tional Museum, und the University of Alaska, 
Comprising the Danish anthropologist Helge 
Larsen from Copenhagen, Louis Giddings from 
the University of Alaska, and the author, 

Hut it was not until the spring of [940, 
when DP returned ta the site with Mra, Rainey 
and Mr. and Mrs; Magnus Marks, who had 
just graduated from the University of Alaska, 
that we discovered the extent of the settle- 
ment. We suddenly realized that we stool 
in the streets of a buried town like nothing we 
could imagine on the Arctic coast and different 
from anything bitherto described. 

Reaching off toward the exst were long rows 
of Vellow squares, about fifteen feet on a sitle, 
marking what we knew to be the locations of 
houses abandoned many centuries age. In 
the spring, grass and moss growing about the 
house-sites had turned green while the slightly 
taller vrass over the ruins retained the yellow 
cost of dead gross. Tt was as if the town had 
been drawn in invisible ink, swiftly and brictly 
mie visible (page 322). 

Two weeks later the yellow squares had 
disappeared, but not before we had mapped 
a plun of the town with its hundreds of houses. 

‘There were no houses built over the ruins 
of earlier ones, and ne large refuse deposits; 
hence we were led to conclude that the large 
majority of the houses were occupied at the 
sane tithe, 

The houses averaged about 15 feet square 
and each had a long covered entryway facing 
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A “Modernistic” Sea 
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lower] the west, a central hearth m which 
dnitwied and blubber were bummed in an open 
ite, flooring of driffwood poles and planks, 
and probably a log or pole fromework with 
walls al roa of sod: hocks, 

We found hundreds of peculiar flint, antler, 
and iwory objects, few of which we could 
some of the tools were like thie 
ised by the present Eskimes of ‘Tieara, but 
the majority were not, 

AL brst we could fiod nwo ekeletons of the 
men who mide these howses and tools, Such 
skeletons should be the deciding proof, one

With patience ond endurance the Eskienis 
worked through the storm for over ten hours, 
Higein scores of pits, Then in the evening 
old Kuwana found a series of graves nearly 
on mile from the eastern end of the buried 
town. His shout eolled me antl a 
Hig¢ger, and belore nightfall we had located 
u lunge group af graves 

if the olects found in the howess were 
strane, these [ound in the groves were fon 
tasris Che first intact. burial 7 opened was 
Hohe tomb, the toes now reduced to a soft, 

In it was a lorge 
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brown, fibrous substaner, 
mile skeleton which stared up at us with huge 
handoiacde eves uit ve lInwed tvory ard jet 
Later we found two other ivery-eved skole- 
tons: also three with carved ivory covers over 
the teeth, one with carved bird figures plug- 
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nich of its aboriginn! character in the legends, 
beliefs, and customs of the people, in spite of 
lung contact with white men. 

In the spring, when the sun returns to glare 
dawn upon the wilderness of pack ice, the 
wives of the Tigara whaling captains begin 
preparations for that critical moment when 
their men will go oul over the ice to hunt the 
largest of all living creatures. 


“Drop a Whale into This Pot” 


Up to about a generation ago the Eskimo 
women proved to the moon for stooess. 

They were not impressed by Sukunuk, the 
sun, regarded os female, but waited for the 
appearance of the male moon, Alignuk, on 
whose response depetided the security of their 
faniilies and the prestige of their kin, 

In March, Alignuk would draw back the 
trap deer in the floor.of his house, amd a fait 
diver crescent would appear in the night sky. 
Then each wife of 4 captain used to take her 
special little weeden bowl and fll it with 
clean, clear water from @ certain lagoon, 

After the chamber buckets of the village 
had been dumped and the dogs bad quieted 
for the night, she stole out through the. long 
entrance tunel of her house and beled her bowl 
up toward the moon man, calling: ~Alignuk, 
drop a whale into this pot so that we can kill 
one this spring!” 

If she had obeyed all the roles and if the 
water was clear, her voice antl the glimmer 
af light in the bewl reached up to Alignuk, 
the moon. He would send a whale. 

Now the daughters of those women who 
called to the moon pray to the Christian God 
whe controls all creatures of the sea, When 
| asked old Qogoq why he now prayed to 
Jehovah instead of calling to Alignuk os he 
had during much of his life, be said it was 
not until the missionaries came that he knew 
Jehovah controlled the whales. 

Yet something of the old faith remains. 
At Easter in ‘Tiara we watched hn abbreviated 
performance ol the old winter festival which 
must have been held there each year for many 
centuries before the Vankee whaling ships 
arrive. 


Omen of Death 


On the stage of the Episcopal church build- 
ing a store of masked men sat with bowed 
heads, waiting fora signal from the singers. 
Then, as the song begun ina deep, measured 
cadence, bedies moved in a slow, writhing 
mci Lice. 

Soon both song und drums burst forth mto 
full power, and Kuwana stepped forward to 
begin a dance we recognized from old Agavek- 
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sinva’s description, He carried a wooden tip 
out of which rose goose feathers arranged like 
the leaves of a turnip, | 

When the song and the dance reached their 
climax, Fuiwann atoopel to hurl the top from 
its coiled sinew line to the planking, We 
knew that if it spun smoothly and the feathers 
sailed off-into the alr, the whale hunt soon to 
begin -would be a success. If it did not, some- 
ane now sitting there would die before the 
neat spring. 

The top spun smoothly far a moment, then 
caught and slid along the planks, scattering 
its feather plume. 

There was some langhter and joking when 
the moment of suspense was over, but | 
watched old Nashugruk's drawn face aa she 
sat staring at the top, Three weeks later 
Poyuruk, the jovial dancer with the beaming 
smile, died with parts of an exploded whaling 
gun embedded in his intestines, Kunuknoruk 
was badly wounded from another explosion, 
and we had the meat from two whales in the 
storage pits, 

To know and amnderstund the Tigara. Es- 
kites, one must hunt whales with them, joitt- 
ing in pursuit of the all-important great. bow- 
head whale, Agavik. 

In moments of tense and breath-taking 
excitement, after a commanding hiss from the 
captain warns the paddlers to cease all move- 
ment, when the fragile skin boat glides softly 
up onto the glistening hulk aod the harpocner 
rises to strike—then ond then only is it pos- 
sible to understand in some measure all the 
Maborate preparations, all the tradition, sad 
the real meaning of this performance. 


Hunt Opens with Kaw Meat Feast 

I joined Unmigluk’s crew. -At five o'clock 
one morning late in March he rapped on our 
window, calling out that the feast was ready. 
Whales bad been sighted the day before. The 
town of Tigara bezan to bustle, 

We found mest of the village people in 
Umigluk’s house, the men in one room, the 
women im the other, seated about a huge blick, 
slimy Juomp—part of a while killed by 
Unigluk's crew the year before. "This had been 
thawed in front of the fire during the nieht, 
and the women hel scraped away the yellow 
scum accumilated in the meat cache during 
the year, The room was permeated by o 
aweel, sickish odor which soon became over- 
powering. 

Weof Umigluk’s crew were expected to cut 
this big chunk of black skin; yellow. blubber, 
and fed meal into portions for each man anil 
woman, The nine captains of whaling crews 
in the village were served first, as befitted their 
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rank: (hen the crew nen, anid finally our wives, 

All of our portions were, of course, raw and 
partty frogen, Old whale meat is eaten raw 
and in this state is extremely tough. The two 
mf us who were then introduced to our frst 
feast of whale meat did not zhare in the gen- 


eral joy caused by the odor and taste of this 


delicacy, 

The simple feast, followed by a long and 
Tedious praver, initinted o period of intense 
activity in the village, 

Sharp. Shiny Kaives Please the Whale 

All gear used in whaling must be clean and, 
it possible, new, ‘Traditionally, the whale can- 
ret easily see bright and shining gear, but, 
if he does, it pleases him, It promises sharp 
cutting knives an-spacdes which will not hurt 
7h the butehering. 

You see, the whale does not die, he only 
“hus his parka removed'—painlessly, if 
knives are sharp—and returns to. the sea to 
report on his treatment by the Eskimos. 

New skins of the bearded seal were sewn 
for our bowt bay of cronessof the village who 
were pid in tobacco und meat, Umighk’s 
father supervised the rehtting of the craft, 
a skin umiok sume 20 feet in length——half that 
of the animals we were to attack ‘im it. 

The crew seraped clean all eight spruce 
wood paddles, the harpoon shafts, the ywreat 
culling lance shafts, and the boat hooks, New 
sealskin floats wee marcde and tested, New 
lines were made fast to the oats, ond the 
darting guns were oiled, repuired, and plugged 
Higminst the icv sea water, Rombs were retillei! 
with fresh black powder, the fuses reset, inl 
the caps tested. 

This exciting preparation of materials was 
a man’s bustling world, but the women’s work 
was no tess essential, They provided huge 
howls of biscuits, nvépors, a kind of pretzel 
of flour paste fried in seal, oil, which were 
passed amen the crowds of children, 

These youngsters shouted the Eskimo equiv- 
Ment of “There she blows!” as they came 
forward to stuff themselves, a tradition up- 
held for centuries bv the rising generations of 
Whale hunters and ther future wives, 

One morning, not many days after the 
whale feast, Umithik’s wife, Dinah, made the 
rounds of the village, calling for each member 
of his crew, Dinah’s mother, in the days he 
fore the mission, went through & complex cere. 
many ta purity her husband's boat, leading 
it down to the ice and preparing it spiritually 
ior the coming contest with supertatural amd 
natura forces. 

Few traces of this old-time ritual remain, 
except o feeling in the village of great slem- 
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nity and suppressed excitement. Hut I knew 
from may crew mates, alihough he never told 
me himself, that Utnigtuk had retired alone 
the night before to sing his charm song, almost 
inaudibly, with a light tapping of his tiny 
whaling captaln’s drum, This sz had been 
taught him by his grandfather, a great medi- 
cine man, aod noone must hes it. 

Tigara clings to the very tip of a long rib- 
bon of sand that curves out into the Arctic 
Ocean for nearly twenty miles north of Cape 
Thompaon, 3A strong sen current setting 
northward along the coast strikes this spit, 
which is known as Point Hope, and swings 
Gut tuward the northweat, At certain times 
the current and the winil combine to force 
an opening, or lead, in the pack. ice. 

In April, May, and early June, bowhead 
whales migrite northward along the pen lewd, 
headed for Point Barry and the Arctic 
Oeean to the north atid east, The lead along 
Voint Hope is generally opened by a north 
wind and closed by a south wind, ane the ald 
men witch the weather to decide when the 
beats shall be taken cutacross the ice to open 
Wailer 

If the bitter nae nottheast wind blows) the 
lead will open, but great pans: of shore ice 
may break off te be driven out to sea in the 
wide lead, carcring with them boats and crews. 
Often this is yery dangerous because jce may 
be Crished inte a seething mass over which 
a boat cannot be dragged and through which 
no boast can be driven, 

But that spring the day of launching was 
beautiful, lozedingly boght, with only a breath 
of air from the north. Each of the other eight 
crews had been called at the sare thine as curs 
by their captain's wife, since all crews must 
go down to the ice the sume marning, 

We lashed! our boat on o low, fat boat <led 
and piled in extra fur clothing, guns, and all 
anner of gear ty be use) on the ice, since 


we wold net return to shore until the lead 


closed, perhaps many davs later. 

Umighik’s team of nme dogs was hitched 
to a light sled and a line run from that to 
the boat sled. In addition, each member of 
our crew wie harnessed to the luoat sled, a 
that we moved off through the piles of ice ane 
pressure ridges in a long procession, Dinah 
leading and Umighik following ws. 

Inside our fur clothing perspiration trickled

Hoats Race Madly 

for the Whale 

Early one morning, 
soon after the hunt be- 
yun, Okyk shook me 
out af a cold, fitful 
sleep, shouting that an- 
other whale was struck. 
Far out across the 
Water a single baat lay 
idle, its crew waiting 
and watching. but ss 
we narved out from the 
ice seven mone boats 
Honked us in amad rice 
bowerd the felle terse 

Fath boat upon the scene of o kill wets o 
certain portion of the whale, but the part each 
boat receives depends upon the erder of ar- 
tival. The second boat to strike gets a very 
large share; hence the race, which has every 
paddler exerting all his strength. After some 
two miles of this, most of os had the taste of 
blood tn aur noouths, 

AS ur crew were all young men, We 8ncn 
cuiistanted the others and drew inte the Jean

There was a deep and oniorgettable blast.

Aground Om & W hule’s Back 


Pudidling at the stern, Umighik swung the 
boat dbout, and with one terrific stroke of our 
paddles we drove the boat up the glistening 
Slope of the whales back, Melk, the har- 
pooner, rose, held the harpoon shalt high above 
his head, then clove tt straight down through 
three feet of quivering skin, blubber, and flesh. 
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A mighty shudder passed from the whale 
through our flexible skin boat to exch one of 
us. A deop muffled thud followed os the 

harpocn bomb exploded in that mass of flesh: 
then came a convulsion that threw the boat off 
on its side, 

Avery from Umighik warner us to clear 
away the sealskin Nowts attached to the line, 
which now was Tunning out with the whales 
sounding (page 336). In a moment line ane 
Howls disappeared beneath the surface. 

With all my heart-pounding excitement | 
vet remiember the sweat: streiked, beaming 
faces of the crew, each shouting and lnugzhing. 

The nine boats now formed a wide circle. 
All of us watched the surface of the water 
in the enclosed area for the float which would 
rise some time before the whale. At last it 
bobbed up, dark and agitated like a female 
bearded seal when she rises far out of the 
water to wave her flippers to lead vou away 
from her pup. 

We closed in and the whale soon tose, sprout- 
ing a thick mist of steam and clotted blood. 
RKunukooruk’s beat swith in, and young 
Stephen leaned over the bow, brandishing. a 
ten-foot steel-headed lance. 

As the boat slid up over the whale's flippers 
until only the stern remained in the water, 
Stephen thrust downward, then raised hinwell 
over the lance shaft, like a pole vaulter, forc- 
ing the lance down throusth probably six feet 
of flesh, 

bracing himself in the bow, he twisted and 
turned the shalt, searching for that vital spot 
which would disable the lashing Hukes. But he 
lest his balance when the bout was thrown «tt 
to the side and for a moment we thought he 
would be leit dangling from his tance shaft, 

Two other buats rushed to the kill, and other 
lances searched for kidmevs, heart, and lungs. 
In a few minutes it was finished, A black 
rubbery hulk floated quietly, with only an «il 
slick and swirls of blociv water to tremind us 
of its titanic death struggle, 

Not until that moment did T realize that 
it was snowing hard. The ice pack wos no 
longer in sight, and the other bouts seemed 
ghostly in the grav light. 

“Joy Shoat” Announces First Kill 

Fred, the captain of the boat which made 
the first strike, drove a harpoom iron deep into 
the opper lip of the carcass, then bent arqund 
it the end of a Jong walrus-hide line. By 
tradition his boat took the lead and the others 
followed in the order of their arrival on. the 
scene of the kill, making fast to the towline 
to begin the long, hard pull toward the edge 
of the shore ice,

When the carcass began Lo move, Seimecie 
rite! ihe “joy shout,” ashort repeated bork- 
ing sound like the cry of a sea Hon, andl all 

the ethers soon joined him. The cooks on the 
se of the ice would bear this, then carry 
word to the village that the first kill of the 


spring hitl heen made. 


T have often wondered whether that precu- 
liarly American custom of “raging” one's 
friends in a completely friendly manner was 
not adapted from the American natives. (Cer- 
lainly | felt entirely at home in the joyous 
ribbvinus tint tek place among that crowd of 
Eskimos as they strained against their paddles. 
None of us escaped the sharp banter, but few 
could return the wisecracks of Peter or 
jimmy. 

There was a paose in the Joking and sheut- 
ing when we feuched the ire. Kunming, a tall 
slender man with iron-gray hair, stepped out 
on the lee, raised his hard. snd culled for our 
allention, then ins jong prayer thanked God 
for mur safe arrival, 

To me this was a strangely weird scene. 
Sixty fur-clad men were huddled together in 
a blinding snowstorm on the pack ice 200 miles 
north of Bering Strait, thanking the Futher 
and the Son of Levantine people from the 
desert in Palestine for our success in killing 

o leviathan of the Arctic Ocean, 

The flukes of the bowhead’ belong to the 
captain whose crew makes the first strike, but 
they must be given to the community at the 
time of the whaling feast (page 332), They 
ate aymbolic of the hunters telation to super 
natural forces, to the whole village, and to the 
spirit of the whole himself, 


“A Drink of Water for the Whale 


As soon as the whale is brought ti the ice, 
the flukes are cut away, then carried to the 
village at once, Formerly a piece was borne 
to the captain's wife on a staff as an unnounce- 
ment of success, und she then came out on the 
ice with her little ceremonial bw! to give the

Bowheads disappeared and a few of the 
more dangerous gray whales came. The sea- 
som was over, We had struck |3 bowhendls, 
killed five, and cached the meat from four. 

Snow had gone from the spit. Some dave 
on the ice our faces blistered with sunburn, 
theuth in the night when the sun rolled along 
the horizon, sunburned faces were nipped by 
the frost, W e came of the ice for good one 
(day after we had seen a huge bumblebee flying 
off the puck toward the shore. Bouts were 
dragged across the last of the ice to the bar 
where bumblebeet already had found the first 


spring lowers. 
Feasting Praternities Go into Action 


Nainéoiek bs the time of feasting. Tt begs 
early in June, or the day after the boats have 
returned to the shore. The women sew new 
clothes for weeks in preparation, and in May 
it becomes the chief topic of conversation. 

All people in the village of Tigara belong 
to one of two clubs or fraternities, Known as 
qafegi, each of which has a special feasting 
place. The clubs are named Ungasiksikaq and 
QGagmaktog, Since «ur boat captain was an 
Ungasiksikag, ow wife and | had been adopted 
by that group and were expected to feast at 
their feasting place. 

Rivalry in the bint, in preparation for the 
feast, and in the production of new clothing 
is very strong between the two groups, and 
rach of us was expected to de his part in mak- 
intr Lngasiksikay’s celebration outshine that 
of Qagmaktog. We were handicapped, since 
cur tivils had killed three whales to our two, 

The feasting continued for three days, appe- 
tites being encouraged by such delicacies as 
raw Whale kidneys, tongue, hearts, skin, and 
“ice cream” made irom beaten reindeer tat, 
hits of meat, and berries; flour soup mace 
of flour boiled In setl ofl; molasses, coffer. 
biscuits, and beans (page 340). 

Dancing in the Air 

To renew appetites there were many games 
of strength and endurance, dancing, singing, 
aod drumming, Hut the climax of the feast 
is Nalukutuk, the perlormance which gives its 
hame to the whole ceremony. This is o kind 
af glorified tossing-in-the-blanket, which de- 
lights and terrifies at the sume time, 

At each feasting ploce there are four 
tripods, made from small whale jaws, grouped 
ins circle, Ropes anchored in the imreounied are 
passed over these tripods to meet in a square 
framework at the center, and over this frame- 
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work & stretched a lange walrus hide at a 
height of three or four feet above the ground. 

Forty or fifty people prasp the skin at spe- 
cial rope bandgrips about its margin and urge 
aamcone to climb op on the skim, This 
pido person finds himself being she 
inte the air by the combined efforts of all the 
Lossers. sometimes os mitch as 15 of 20 feet 
above the skin (Opposite page). 

The object is to remain upon one’s feet when 
Linc ing, aml many are skilled enough to re 
main tight side up for muny minutes. The 
novice has a bad. time. He lands just at the 
wrong moment, bre knees buckle, he if soon 
on his back-or face, and amid shouts of laugh- 
ter be is sprawled in the air completely dis- 
irganized and at the mercy of the tossers. 

Those who are really good “dance in the 
ait, rhythmically moving moms, body, ani 
legs to the omusic of the drummers and singers 
who aconmpany the performince. 

If there is ony significance in the Naluka- 
fuk, it has been forgotten, Now it is just 
fin, enjoyed by men, women, and children of 
every oge. Oddly enough, it is done only at 
the time of the whaling feast. 

The bright new clothes, the dancing, sing- 
Ing, feasting, and, abowe all, the excitement of 
Nalukatuk combine to make this threeslay 
festival. the high spot of the vear in the lives 
af all Tigara people. 

People of Patience, Endurance, Humor 


During the many weeks of the hunt, while 
we waited long davs and nights at the elge 
of the ite, raced through vist fields of loose 
drifting ice pans in pursuit of whales, or sat 
very quietly in our beayts far out in the lead 
While herds of white belugas broke the night 
silence with their puffing, the question of who 
these people were often occupied my thoughts. 

The patience and endurance of my crew 
mites, their deep-rooted and entirely uncon- 
sius courtesy, their humor, and, above all, 
their formulized pattern: of behavi ior, which 
seemed based upon endless generations. of 
adjustment to the life they lead, suggested the 
Crient. 

This formalized behavior aml the complex 
traditions surrounding the ancient whole hont, 
as well as the complicated equipment required 
to live on the Arctic coast, were startlingly 
different from the ways of interior Indians, I 
had never realized how moch more knowledge, 
experience, and equipment are required to live 
on the barren coast than in the wooded interior,

aunel other oddments which she hoped to sell 
to people going in ane owt of the temple: 

In the meantime she ane a neighbor, rite 
other old woman, were gossiping peacetully 
In the California-like sunshine that foods the 
iar southwestern Vrovince of Yiinnan all 
through the winter. 

lt might have Leen aimest any comer of 
China, on almost any day in the last hundred 
vears, except for the wall behind the two old 
women. | 

On the wall was a propaganda picture, 
painted in baht oolurs (page 338), Tn the 
middle, in asort of cloud to show thot he was 
fir away oat the front, a soldier was charging 
with fixed bayonet. At the left, patnted nuich 
larger to. show that he was right here in this 
part of China, a peasant with iriisers reiljoncl 
have the knees was plowing a rice file) with 
a water buffali. 

At the right, in big, plain characters easily 
read by peasants who have to puazle oul ewck 
worth, was-the alin of the puster painting: 
“At the front, strive to kill the enemy and de- 
fend our land: in the rear, strive te, plow and 
plant ane bile.” 

A smaller inscription declareil thot this 
patriotic picture was the work of the Provin: 
cial Middle School of the city of Tal (Color 
Plates I and IV}, 

CME to War in American Trucks 

Only fiftw yards away something was gome 
on that gave grim reahty to the brave picture 
and bold words painted by boys and girls of 
high-school age. A group of conscripted re- 
crits for the army was bein assembled lv a 
serucant ard a corporal, Their uniforms Were 
only a few davs old, and they were more 
eager than. skilled in forming ranks and ex- 
ecuting orders. 

When the roll had been called, they swarmed 
into a. bie, battered American toick, Some of 
them looked bright-eved and laughing, excited 
hy a sense of adventure; others were gaing

with-sober, serious faces to poeet the unknown, 

For me there was one especially dramatic 
note in this little scene of the ancient tragedy 
of young men going off to @ war force] on 
them by distant aggresaors of whom they knew 
gimost nothing, Probably not one of those 
bows had ever been more than 30 miles—a 
long day's walk—away from hone, 

They bad grown up in the lovely. valleys 
af this remote province; one af the least 
touched by foreign lnflwences in the last hun 
dred years of China's contact with the outside 
world, 

Vorv likely not one of them bad ever ridden 
in a motorcar, Until four of frye years age 
there was hardly a car in the whole province, 
except at Kimming, the capital. 

Yet now that they were leaving home, per- 
hans to die. they were being taken off in an 
American truck; by the raw new pashes of 
the Burma Rodd or its suecessor they woul 


swoop through their own homeland, across 


ranges where for centuries: men hae) trudger 
liv mirrow trails, following their pack mules 
(ap, pages 444-5),* 


War Speeds China's Full Awakening 

Taken together, the cause for which they 
were going and the way in which they were 
going symbolized what is happening in the 
China of our time: To defeat a military in- 
yasion, the Chinese are speeding op the devel- 
opment of their own country by every indus- 
trial, technolagical, modernizing agency of the 
20th century, 

Everywhere in Fooe Ching you can see: this 
kind of contrast. Tt is typical of China that 
the change is both chaotic and constrictive: 
and it is also typical of China that on the 
whole the (orces of growth, of healing and con- 


Sstruction, clearly have the uppér hand over 


the forces of violence and destruction, 

The Chinese are the heirs of the world’s 
oldest living contindous culture.

Families Shattered by War 

The Chinese family system, as it used to 
exist, could be called the greatest insurance 
syndicate in the world. The functions of life 
insurance, and of insurance against fire, acci- 
Went, undimployment, am old oge, were all 
taken care of under the system of mutual 
loyalty, mutual responsibility, and filial piety 
within the Chinese family. 

The war has changed! all that. Obviously, 
when forty to sixty million people are driven 
from their homes by invading armies, families 
cannot bold together as they migrate, One 
of the most terrible things about this vast 
forced migration is that it is made up of the 
innumerable Travments of hundreds of thowu- 
sands of shattered families, 

For this reason Madame Chinn's War 
Orphans Committer ia niore significant than 
it would be in a European countey or a nation 
such as curs, Tt means that people are con- 
sciously assuming the burden of new responsi- 
bilities to take the place of the old family 
tes, 

The children who are brought up in these 
orphanages are & new generation in the long 
hastory of China: children who are scared for 
by the public, not by their own families: chil- 
dren who grow up to be first-and foremost 
citizens of a state, not just members of 
iarmilies, 

The difference between (China and other 
countries is that in other countries the indus- 
irial revolution itself has destroved the old 
way of life before building o new one. In 
(hing it if an alien invader who ts cong the 
destruction, The new industries are healing 
and creative; they are knitting together new 
families, creating new employment and new 
citirens.

In one Lirge city 
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| sawea number of textile mills: The condt- 
tions incall of them were better than in the old 
mills of prewar treaty ports like Shanwhai 
amd Tientsin. 

Most of the workers were girls in their 
teens. Must of them lived in dormitories at 
the mills, though a few came every day from 
their homes, The mills had their own kitchens, 
health centers, and schools. 

Girls who a few vears ago would have been 
doing housework at home were drawing wages 
that contributed to the family. They were 
getting more and better food than they would 
have hid in the poor families from which 
most of them came. Many were getting an 
education that their familics would not have 
been able to afford, | 

As a byproduct of their skilled labor they 
were becoming emancipated women and good 
citizens. . _ 

Nor is it only the city that ts affected. The 
finest silk production of Old China was in 
Chekinng and the lower Yangtee Valley (page 
$62). At one time it had almost been ruined 
by Japanese tracing tactics, To make sure 
of their own control of the world sitk murket, 
the Japanese would buy irregular quantities 
of silk on the Chinese market ot high prices 
and then throw it back on the market at cut 
prices, thus creating a confusion which de 
stroved the Chinese industry. 

Under the ational Government, a strong 
effort was made to revive the C *hinese Industry, 
from the breeding and feeding of the silk- 
warns to the production of the finished silk. 
For a few years the progress was amusingly 
rayyid. 

Then came the war, antl the silk-producing 
regions were mercilessly devastated. 


Even Silkworms Join the: Migration 


In one. of Ching’s western provinces T found 
that the silkworms, like the penile, had been 
migrating from the invaded coastal regicns. 

I was traveling with a Chinese ‘engineer 
who was in charge of building a strategic rail- 
wiv. Twenty years ago he learned English 
under my father and German under my unele. 
After studying in America, he became one. of 
the voung, enervetic revolutionaries whe were 
chose personal followers of Chinng Kai-shek, 
then himself one of the younver ‘generals 
under Sun Yat-sen. 

In due course, my fiend served for a time 
AS fecensbniction commissioner in Chekiang, 
where he took an energetic interest in reviving 
and improving the production of sifle. 

While we were inspecting the line of the 
new railway which he was building, he told 
me he wanted to visit.a village where a new

silk center hid been started, ‘There we fourid 
that most of the younger technicians, both 
men and girls, were refugees from far Che- 
kiang. 

They recognized him, crowded round him. 
often with tears in their eves, an proudly 
showed him the work they were doing, They 
had ‘acclimatized their silkworms so well that 
they were getting more production and better 
quality than in their native province, from 
which most of them bad traveled an foot tor 
a theutand miles and more with incredible 
haniships nud adventures. 

This engineer was a. superh example of the 
generation that is making China anew. Like 
inainy of the Generalissine’s picked men, he 

was about fifty but looked thirty. 


“‘hiia’s Amazing Yound Men of Fifty 


Nothing. is more amitaing than these “young 
men in their fifties: 
an active, driving nun. Alrmest always he car- 
ries more than one high responsibility ariel 
has been. working without rest for 13 or 20 
Years. 

Yet the typical member of this group has 
a smooth, youthful complexion, nol a gray 
hair, a quick laugh, and the zest and en- 
thusiasm of a young man who is just begin- 
ning to make good. 

The answer must be, 1 think, that for keep- 
ing vound there is nothing like a job in which 
you are always moking new things, and mak- 
ing them work. : 

Aly friend's new railway was a job typical 
of the New China. In organizing it he com- 
hined the most ancient methods with the most 
modem devices: 

Most wf the engineering had to be done by 
human labor, with the assistance of a little 
black powder, Dynamite was much too pre- 
chows for “civilian” blasting. 

Moreover, the line was being Iai through 
stretches of wild country where food was 
scarce. He had therefore to organize work 
vangs of thousands of ten and women, to buy 
food for them over a wie radius, and to 
transport the food ta the work sections.

In some of the valleys lurked the dreaded

“The Germans showed thal vou can tse 
hlitakrieg tactics,” said my friend, “Then 
the Russians showed that vou can use hlite- 
krieg against the Germans.

Geography Fights on Ching’s Side 

Geography plays a dramatic part in the 
China of today, A skillful use of geography 
enabled the Generalissimo to carry ont i his 
policy of “trating space to get time” in the 
four and a hall vears in which China was 
fihting alone: and the same geographical 
factors will have much to do with shaping 
the China of the future, 

Maps of the long fighting front which di- 
Vides Free China in the west from invaded 
(hind in the cast ought always to be drawn 
in such a way as to show the relation of 
nvHintdin masses to open plains, An ordinary 
hewspaiper map reveals no particular reason 
why the front lines should be where they are 
and not somewhere else. A map which shewws 
the rehef reveals at once why the fichting 
lines are where they are (see “sculpture map; 
pages 344-5). 

Tn the first rush of ther attempted conquest, 
in 2937 and 1938, the Japanese, by the tise 
of tanks ond artillery and by theif overwhelm- 
ing superiority in planes, were able to overrun 
the wide and open vallews of the lower Yangtze 
and Vellow Rivers, Here the Chinese could 
only retreat, avoiding encirclement and an- 
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nihilation while inflicting « 
on the inrvaclers. 

Then the Chinese beran to feel the moun-

TMTIL April, 1940, 0 had no more idea 
of going to Greenlond than trying to 
—/ ily to Mars. 
After the fall of Denmark on April ®, 1940, 
Greenland suddenly turned to the United 
States for food and supplies for her 20,000 
people, So it happened that Vice Consul 
George L. West and I boarded the Coast 
Guard cutter Comanche bound for Godthaab 
tn open the first American consulate ever 
established on the world’s largest island. 

A year later, under an agreement signed ly 
the Danish Minister at Washington, American 
soldiers and hardy workmen fron our mid- 
nerthern States poured in to build comm 
dious air bases complete with runways, hang- 
ars, and snug cabins: Airplanes, even speedy 
pursuit ships, now use these bases for short 
hops to European fronts, for geography trnkes 
Greenland an important way station on our 
busy warplane ferry routes to Iceland and 
Great Britain. 

Even the captain's shower on the 165-foot 
Comanche wos stuffed with our hastily. bought 
skis, snowshoes, rubber boots, other ‘supplies 
and books as the little-ship pitched ane rev ley 
lta way northward, 

After days of ees weather, we got 
our first view of the hymnal's “icy moun- 
tains, a few snow-capped peaks buttressed by 
lower ranges, all barren and forbidding in the 
cheerful sunshine. 

As we stetimed slowly up Arsuk Flord, an 
Eskimo paddled out to meet us in his kayak, 
hut even our Dunish-speaking crewman could 
Het no intelligible replies. Sailors shewtedl, 

“Hey, Joe, where's your penguins?” “Any 

night Clubs in town, Butch?” and similar 
questions, But our friend only smiled and 
grunted pleasantly, 

We rounded a point and before us lay 
Evigtut, our frst Greenland port. My first 
impression was pot enchantmg—just a big 
cormugited-iron building, a collection of cranes, 
and dovens of drab houses straggling up the 
barren mouitainsicle, 

As we drew closer and tied up to a buoy, 
at least a dozen Danish flags were run up, 

a-siren sounded, and tiany people appeared, 

These sophisticated Greenlanders were fait 
skinned and wore bright-hued polo shirts and 
ather familiar clothes rather than sealskin 
putts wand parkas. 

As soon as the Comanche’s boat was put 
over the side, we went ashore and were greeted

at the landing by the Danish Government 
Controller. Before he had time to say, “Wel- 
come to Greenland,” a swarm of camera en 
thusiasts surrounded us. Handshakes were 
as abundantly photegraphel as if we were 
arriving in New York. 

On our way up to our host's hopar we passed 
a4 big: prt, several buncred feet moross and 
almost 200 deep. 

“Ts that the famous cryollte mine?" [ asked 
a VOLE engineer, 

“That's. right," he replied, 

Stoopinuz, he picked up a piece of rock which 
looked like quartz. 

“And this is cryolite: we blast it down from 
the sides of the pit. Greenland, vou know, 
is the only place in the world where this 
strange mingtal is found in commercial quan- 
titties. Tt ts weed in making alumimum.” 

Inside. our host's house on the highest hill, 
we could imagine ourselves in Copenhagen, 
Electricity, telephone, modern plumbing, all 
were there, 

“Don't think all Greenland is 50," my enjgi- 
peer friend warned in quaint English. “All 
the miners are Dunes, and the one who gets 
less moneys has more wages than even the 
Governor of Greenland. The officiols. spend 
mest Of their lives in the colonies with very 
low wages and primitive living, only just tev. 
help the Greenlanders. | 

“Huot we in Tvigtut come out for usually 
only a few vears to save up some moneys: we 
have electricity, central heating, plenty of 
heer ancl echnapps. 


Huge Isiond Orphaned by War 


The Comuenche was the first vessel to call at 
Ivigtut since the last cryolite ship sailed the 
previous November. No news had come from 
Denmark since the German occupation, No 
word had been heard from the mine's supply 
ship which left Copenhagen six weeks before. 
Fort all the Ivigtuters koew, their badly 
needed supplies were at the bottom of the sea. 

We were the first tangible evidence that 
Greenland had not been forgotten. The en- 
tire ship's company was myally entertained. 

Furly next morning we departed, and 36 
hours later we dropped anchor in the inner 
harbor at Goedthaab, in almost the same lati- 
tude as Reykjavik, Iceland, and Trondheim, 
At § o'clock, doylight-<aying. time 
(1 conilel fil ne reason to save daylight at this 
time of veor, when the sun sete for only a few 
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hours ¢ach day), we embarked in the ship's 
boat for the 20-minute ride to the settlement. 

A hundred or mere excited Danes anil 
Greenlanders lined the small landing, As J 
stepped ashore, three toy cannon boomed out 
a consul’s salute, The Governor of Southern 
Greenland, Mr. Aksel Svane, resplendent. in 
formal attire, pushed his way forward to give 
the usual cordial greeting: “Welcome to Green- 
land, Won't you come up to the house for 
coftee?” 

The Governor's residence was only 200 
yards from the landing, but the walk took 
us twenty minutes, Every few steps an offi- 
cial would be introduced, tip bis hat, shake 
hands, smile cordially, and sav “Welcome!” 


No Hotels or Keal-estate Agents 


My first official problem was to find a place 
to live and work. There are no real-estate 
aah or hotels in Greenlund. Every house 

Godthaah large enowgh to do dutv as a 
soiiedlate belongs to the Administration. So 
I approached Governor Svane for help. 

“Oh, yes,” he said, “The doctor is a hache- 
lor. He has kindly offered to move to the 
hospital, making his residence and office 
available te you.” 

A Greenlander girl cooked, kept the house 
clean, and carried water for the equivatent of 
$3 a month, We had communication trou- 
bles, of course, but sigtn language was adequate 
ior routine requests: In crises we would all 
parade over tu the house af an obliging Eng- 
lish-speaking neighbor for interpretation. 

At first Marie distrusted our American 
canned goods, but gradually she learned to 
identify the labels, One day she discoverer 
the tinned fried onions, so that evening we 
had fish with fried onlons. ‘The next notin we 
had the same. ‘The following night—fish and 
onions aguin, Finally it took a trip to the 
obliting neighbor to head off this run of cod, 

Danish families have odopted many Green- 
land foods, ao they import few canned pods. 
Fish is the staple, “Fish” micatly means cod, 
but includes capelin, halibut, flounder, had- 
dock, and salmon trout. Then there are the 
various sea birds, lu most of these taste a 
little fishy uniess properly prepared. We found 
cooking them with a litth bacon dues wonders,

the summer we enjoyed particularly 

th land bird, the ptarmigan, or arethe rere. 

In the fall comes Tomb, raised in southern 

Greenland, and. during the two-month open 
aGILSOIN, reindeer venison. 

Many housewives. supplement these staples 

with a few vegetables grown in gardens behind 


neat white picket fences, in glass-topped boxes, 
or even in plots in living-room windows. I 
know of one Danish woman who grows toma- 
toes in her parlor windows, carefully tving up 
the fruits with ribbons! 

Our hows! wis equipped with both a garden 
nd boxes, but nursing radishes, lettuce, and 
spinach was too much of a chore fora pair of 
bachelors, So we stick to our came and an 
occasional welcome gift from our neighbors. 

As the summer wore on, 1 picked up a few 
words of Danish and began to feel myself a 
part of Godthuab life. One or two evenings 
a week we dined in a Danish home on a 
ivpical sweet soup, seal liver and potatoes, 
asilad with home-grown lettuce, and ice cream, 
Then we would play bridge, and about mid- 
night return to the table to eat cakes and drink 
cofice before going home. 

Tuesday evenings are movie nights, Most 
of the forty or fifty Danes, and ns many of 
the 700-ode Greenlanders as can squeeze in. 
troop up fo the Seminary gymnasium, Grdd- 
thaah’s mivie emporium, <A tires fietle pro- 
jector reels off a film, usually European, of 
uncertain vintage, | 

T was startled when T first arrived to hear 
school children frequently singing “Home from 
Wark We Go.” Though the words were un- 
intelligible. there owas no déwht as th the ture 
T thought it strange that sailors from the 
Comanche could teach Greenlander children 
lo sing American songs ao quickly. 

On Tuesday the phenomenon was explained ; 
we saw the star number of the flm library, 
“Snow. White’ —in Danish; if you plinse! 

One sunny evening in August, we had a 
Dinish couple and the captains of two DU, §. 
Coast Guard cutters in for dinner of 
tinned ptarmigan. T had noticed during. the 
past few days increasing numbers of leebergs, 


nuiny bigger than a livi ‘ing room, drifting inte 


the harbor. T remarked to the Dane, a long- 
time Greenland resident, that summer seemed 
a funny time of year to get 1 iced in, 

“Yes, very strange itis,” he replied. “God- 
thaal’s fiord never freezes in winter because 
the average temperature for January and 
February is 14 degrees plus (Fahrenheit), 
and the current is ao-strong that the saltwater 
cannot freeme at that temperature. 

“This-ice you seeis stortis—vou call it pack 
ice, no?—which ts carried by the current from 
east Greeddand around Cape Farewell in late 
winter or carly spring. It works gradually up 
the west coast, blocking harbors usually as far 
us Frederikshaah, the next colony south of 
here. (Once, some vears ago, the pack got this 


far north aod even Godthaab was blocked.” 


Sudienty one captain exclaimed, “Why, it's

ordered sent in for us?" 

We all went out to the front door to look 
at the landing just a few anion from: the lense 
and to our surprise found that the ship's haat 
was blecked by sorts and couldn't make the 
landing: Those innocent cakes oi ice made 
such at effective barrier that there was aliso- 
lutely no way for the distraught captains to 
get back to their ships (page 351). After a 
couple of hours of futile worrying, they ac- 
cepted makeshift beds in the consulate. 

Next morning the captains were relieved to 
see (heir vessels still there andl the ice appar- 
ently not-so closely packed. They persuaded 
a Greenlander, Pavia, ta tke them ut in his 
eight-foot rowboat, 

For the next ten minutes we watched the 
tw dignified eold-braidet Coast Guard eorm- 
manders trying to. keep their balance in the 
tiny boat as it twisted through the pack ice, 

When Pavia had delivered his passengers 
safely, | saw him gratefully accept two cign- 
rettes In paynent. 

Later in the dav, the cutters were able to 
get out of the harbor and make for the open 
sen, They were lucky, for the following day 
Godthaah was blocked by the pack ice and 
for the next few days nothing but an ire 
breaker could have forced its way in or out, 

The Gowernor and | planned an inspection 
tip to some of theother ealonies on the four- 
masted sail and stenm vessel Gerirad Rask, 
one Of the two Greenland ships to escape Den- 
mark before the occupation, 

One evening, when we thought our ice block- 
ace was breaking up, | rowed out to the Grask 
(as she is known locally), expecting to leave 
early next morning. But L awoke to find us 
still moored, unable to move because of the 
chunks of ice and a high wind, So we were 
forced tt spend another night in harbor, 

Next morming we found the ice pack had 
vanished —just as suddenly as it had appearel, 
That was the end of storys for another year, 

The ship's larder was not too plentifutly 
supplied, ani we were so crowded that pas- 
sengers were sleeping on all the benches in the 
little smoking room. But the Geuré is a homey 
ship, and its heavily reinforced woolen bull is 
specially designed for navigating Greenlanrl’s 
ice-intested waters. . 

As we cruised northward, we began to see 
the mammoth icebergs which are calved by the 
glaciers of northern Greenland, ‘These drift 
around t@ the north, then south along the 
Labrador coast. and finally. before they melt 
in the warm waters of the Guli Stream, 
threaten steamers in the transatlantic lanes. 

We followed the path of the icebergs north, 


and as we steamed across Melville Bay the 
mitinight sun shone on avast armada of these 
beautiful monsters 

It was very clear the evening we sighted 
Cape Vork.. Though we were miles away, we 
could see the tall chaft of the Peary Monu- 
ment, which stands high on top of ‘the cliff, 
Through peace and war, fair weather and 
bad, it Stands a3 4 rermanent reminder of the 
work of that great American explorer, Admiral 
Robert E. Peary. Captain “Bob” Bartlett, 
who commanded Pearv'’s ship, the Reosevelt, 
erected: this Monument ten vears ago.* 
Eskimos: Revere Memory of “Great Peary" 

When we arrived at Thule, | found Eskimos 
who still revere the memory of Peary, In 
fact, 1 saw there ome of the men who accom- 
panied Peary to the North Pole in 1909, He 
Wis sitting on o packing case watching the 
unloading, a dignified and stronglooking char- 
acter. He still is treated with deference by his 
fellows because of his connection with Peary 
ark-sunh (“Great Peary’), as hes called. — 

Thule, a settlement of 100 or so Eskinvs 
ancl tw ‘Eiatish fumilies, Is itself a morninment 
to another great friend of the Eskime, the late 
Koud Rasmussen. Here he founded a trad- 
ing station in 1910, where the Eskinios can 
barter foxskins for the foreign tools and goods 
Which Peary taught them ta use {page 382). 

While To was at Thole the Greenlander 
preacher got married, and in accordance with 
custom he held a “kafe-mik.” Large coldroms 
of coffee and mountains of littl cakes were 
set out in the siinghine lrestile his house andl 
the whole setlement cropped ly to sit or stand 
about, gossiping and sipping coffee. 

Dressed up in their Sunday best, they made 
un unforgettable: picture, The women wore 
the colorful costume shown in Plate TV. The 
men, toi, Were striking tn snew-whitt, bushy 
polar lewarskin pants and white aneraks (slip 
over cloth parkas), 


A Pienie on the Greenland Teecap 


While here, 7 visited the great Greenland 
icecap which comes down to within o few 
miles of Thule, This immense sheet of ice, 
inany thousands of feet thick, covers four- 
fifths of Greetiland's $27,300-odd square miles. 

From Greentander friends we borrowed two 
sleiges made of wood with iron tuners and 
bound together with rawhiile. Each was 
pulled by p dogen dogs spread out in a fan. 

The dogs started off with a flourish, but 
the poing soon got tough. There waa not

The present Tieris was at that time o trilu- 
tary, as hos been demonstrated by surveys. 
Bat the channel of the old) Tigris became 
blocked up and the two rivers became inde- 
pendent. 

Now, the level of the Euphrates is there 
eime 32 feet higher than that of the Tigris. 
The irrigation and drainage problem is to 
impound the Euphrates water until the Tigris 
foods have subsided, and then to release the 
Euphrates water, which, by free fall, can irri- 
vate the whole land through transverse chan- 
nels. This the Babylonians did, and you 
can still ride for hours through these old 
silted-up channels. 

West of the Euphrates, at the present site 
of the Royal Air Force trikes at Dhibban, is a 
huge depression, A cchannel with barrages 
and regulators is being constructed to take off 
the surplus toes and store them { page 404). 

Southeast of Lake Habbanivu is still on- 
other and much larger depression, called Abu 
Dibis, which can be sed when the lake is full. 
When, in consequence, the Tigns and Eu- 
phrates floods are thus staggered, the marshes 
will sin dry up and millions of acres of fertile 
land will become available for agriculture,

It is when vou come to the Bedouin them- 
s“hves that you meet really colorful people. 
First of all, they ull speak beautiful Arabic, 
Which appeals tomy doting heart. I[ have 
heard boys of twelve out im the desert turn 
flip-flops in the Arabic found only ins the 
classics. 

They are exceedingly race-comscious, of 
rather tribeconscious, I asked one of three 
youngsters who his father was. 

“Would you know my genealogy?" he 
asked, Amd he procesded to name his an- 
costars. At the thirteenth he hesitated, and 
the other two, not of his lineage, at once 
filled in. for him. 

Perhaps the chief characteristic of the 
Bedouin is their hospitality. The stranger 
te entitlerd to shelter, protection, aril 
iw 

Only after three days may he be questioned 
as to his name, his tribe, ond his emand, 
though he may volunteer information before 
that tine, 

For guests of honor, if in any number, a 
camel is slaughtered, stuffed, perhaps with 
three sheep, and each sheep stuffed with five 
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chickens; and each chicken stuffed with ten 
eves, Allon top of a-veritable mountain of rice, 

The sheik and his guests tnd lmmediote 
meniolk of eqaal rank cat first, then those of 
lesser rank, thin the slaves, beggars, and, 
ultimately, all ond sandry wiid may hove 
smelled! the feast from afar. 

Gnce a guest, youare entiiled to safe con- 
duct to the nest tribe. ‘Tribe A tay, however, 
be at feud with Tribe Hi, and so A may take 
you to D and 1D to Bo andl so on in zheeag 
fashion. Hut you are always sufe, at fenst 
ay safe as the tribe itself is under the cir- 
cumstances, 

Once Twas caught ina town.on the Eyphra- 
tes where the Turks were being besieged by 
the Arabs, Not relishing the idea of a pro- 
longed siege, | smuggled a letter through the 
lines to a sheik whem | knew, asking him 
loro guide. The next evening my tessenger 
returned saving that a guide would be waiting 
for me on the third day in a certain irrigation 
ditch So 7 stele away from the Turks and 
proceeded to the rencezvous, 

A dozen Arahe rose from behind a hillock, 
surrounded me, and threatened to kill me for 
# Turk. Just then a lad not a day over 15 
came running up, kissed my hand, pointed 
to me to ride an, while, with rifle leveled at 
the twelve, he stom? them off till [ was aut 
of range. Then he caught up, mounted behind 
me, and brought me to his shetk’s tent, 

Gnce 1 rode for miles through hostile Arale 
with a lad of six in tromt of me on the sicledle. 

“Tn whose face are you traveling?” they 
would ask, 

“Th the face of this lad of the Beni Khafaja.” 
I would sav. 

“Pass on, in the name of Allah,"

Attiving at an encumpment, you go to the 
largest tent, ushally marked ly ou spenr stuck 
in the ground. A. skeve tokes your bridle and 
leads your horse away while you proceed into 
the tent. . 

At the head-sits the sheik himself, leaning 
on ft camel's saddle. A loreignet is always 
given the seat of honer at his left, Around 
the edge of the tent might be sitting as many 
as two hundred Arabs, each in his place ac- 
cording to his rank. 


The Ritual of Coffee Making

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(trauzht were compelled to lighter across the 
hur, causing great expense and delay, 

After World War 1, the problem was taken 
in hand, Under the capable management of 
the Port Director, Col, Sir John Ward, and 
substantially financed ty the Anglo- ranian 
Oi Company, five suction dredges now work 
24 hours a duy to keep cleara channel which 
admits: ships up to 32 feet dranght at all times, 

This channel is so well lighted and Lunyed 
that skippers refer to it as “Piccadilly.” 

At, Fao, just across the bar on the Tundl side, 
fs the medical inspection and repair station. 
Thence the visitor's eves pop with wonder at 
the marvelous scenery, Both hanks are lined 
with millions of date trees, In a belt extending 
two miles inland, On the leit bunk, 31 
miles above Fan, is the Abudan refinery oper- 
ated by the Anglo-Tranian Oil Company. 

Thirteen miles farther on is Khorramshahr, 
formerly known as Mohammerah, a largish 
town still on the Iranian side ancl situated 
on the Karun River, which comes down from 
the Persian hinterland to add its mud and 
water to the Shatt-al-Arab, Thence on poust 
villames and date groves; you reach Margil 
at Basra, where are the docks and wharves. 

The visitor will have noticed that at in- 
tervals of about a mile broad ereeks flow into 
the main river. These are natural remnants 
of the time when the whole area was mutrsh, 
but, as the land has encroached, they have 
heen widened aol deepened to make possible 
the irrigation of the cute gardens, The Arable 
say that the date tree likes to have ite feet in 
water and its head in hell: hence Basra. 

At the mouth of o large creek, about four 
niles below Margil, is the town af Ashar, with 
a pepulation of 30,000, Here most of the 
business is dome, here the banks are located, 
and bere, on the river bank, or near it, are 
the offices of the European firme. 

Go two miles up Ashar Creek, along a well- 
paved road, and you reach Basra city, of 
about 30.000. If vou go inland another 
eight miles you get to Ax Zubair, and along 
the rviul you see the coins of the ancient town 
where the shadew of Sindbad the Satlor sti 
stalks: The whole area is connected by asphalt 
rnads that challenge the skill, ignorance, or 
folly wf the Arab taxi driver. 

The port area is the showpiece af Basra 
and has been entirely built since World War 
1, [ts only significance in Abdul Hamid's day 
was that it contained the European cemetery. 

The avaricious old monarch had bagged 


about one-third of the empire as: his private 


estate, but one particular part on the river 
wis constantly threatened with being washed 
away. So the wily ruler gave this point to the 
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foreigners as a burial place, figuring. that we 
would take the necessary precautions. We 
did, But the fact remains that in those days 


we visited Margil only when we were laying 


away une of qur litte community. 
The only deep water alongside the bank is 


just there, and so British army engineers built 


wharves there during World War [ of finest 
teak, which cost the tidy sum of four million 
dollars. Huge electric cranes moke possilile 
the expeditious handling of cargo. 

The airport, a mile farther up, accom 
dates both sea and land planes, and boasts a 
intel, the Shatt-al-Arab, where you cum sit 
A, b,. b942 in air-candlitioned rwms and look 
across the river into 1942 w, ec. 

That. ig not exactly accurate, however, for 
as late a4 2000 8. c, the present site of Basra 
was o hundred miles down the Gulf and under 
forty fretof water, 

At Margil, too, ts the railway station where 
you embark for Baghdad and Europe. ‘The 
railway runs along the Euphrates most of the 
way for 354 miles, and on the way you con 
salute Abraham at Ur of the Choldees, 
Nebuchadnezzar at Babylon, and other 
worthies with whom your knowledge of the 
Bible or of history has made you familiar,
